To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  lighting  of  its  streets 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day  and  to  choose 
an  agent  to  expend  the  same. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  apply  for  State  Aid  for  Butter  Hill 
Road  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  apply  for  State  Aid  for  our  Class  V 
Roads  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  appropriate  money 
for  the  same.  (Town  proportion  $242.54;  State  pro- 
portion $970.19). 


Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  oiling  roads. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  to  pay  the  note  on  Fire  Pumper 
due  July  23,  1938. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  $700.00  for  Recreational  Develop- 
ment. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $100.00  to  eradicate  the  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Article  13.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  parks  and  play- 
grounds. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  $300.00  for  sidewalk  construction  and 
repair. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  purchase  from  Harry  W.  Bickford  eight 
cemetery  lots  owned  by  him  for  the  total  sum  of  $50.00. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  allow  a  discount  for  early  payment  of 
taxes  on  or  before  August  1. 

Article  17.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
in  regard  to  real  estate  taken  over  by  the  Town  for 
nonpayment  of  taxes. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  either  at  private  sale  or  public  auc- 
tion and  for  such  price  and  to  such  persons  as  in  their 
judgment  may  seem  best  the  present  Post  Office  Build- 


ing,   formerly   owned   by   the   Franconia   School   Dis- 
trict. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  for  the  celebration  of  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  ratification  of  the  Federal  Constitution  by 
the  State,  June  21,  1938,  said  sum  to  be  expended  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  turn 
over  to  the  School  Board  one-half  of  money  received 
from  the  Federal  Forest  Reserve  Fund  to  which  they 
are  entitled  by  law,  and  same  to  be  deducted  from 
appropriation  to  School  District. 

Article  22.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,500.00  to  pay  the  amount  maturing  on  the  bonds 
and  notes  outstanding  against  the  Town  together  with 
such  additional  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
pay  the  interest  on  the  Town's  indebtedness  and  for 
all  other  town  charges  and  expenses  not  otherwise 
herein  provided. 

Article  23.  To  choose  any  other  necessary  Town 
Officers  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  to  choose  or  elect 
any  agents  or  committees  which  may  be  necessary  or 
desirable  to  carry  into  effect  any  vote  that  may  be 
passed  under  this  warrant. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  expenditure  to- 
ward the  completion  of  the  Dow  Academy  gymnasium. 

Article  25.  To  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  the  meeting.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Franconia: 

The  enrollment  in  your  schools  last  year  was  156, 
the  average  membership  141.92,  and  the  percent  of 
attendance  93.19.  This  year  the  total  enrollment  to 
date  is  161.  The  present  enrollment  by  grades  is  as 
follows :  grades  1  and  2,  29 ;  grades  3  and  4,  19 ;  grades 
5  and  6,  33 ;  grades  7  and  8,  25 ;  and  grades  9  to  12,  45. 
There  are  27  tuition  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades 
and  11  in  the  high  school. 

There  was  only  one  change  in  the  regular  teaching 
staff  this  year.  Miss  Olive  Richards  of  Exeter  re- 
placed Miss  Madeline  Amsden  as  teacher  of  English 
and  history.  Miss  Richards  is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire  in  the  class  of  1937.  Mr. 
Kermit  Bennett  of  Lancaster  is  doing  part-time  teach- 
ing in  manual  training.  Mr.  Bennett  is  a  graduate  of 
Keene  Normal  School  and  is  also  teaching  in  Dalton 
High  School. 

Last  summer  all  the  desk  tops  in  the  school  build- 
ing were  sanded  and  varnished  and  a  number  of  the 
blackboards  refinished. 

We  still  need  the  services  of  a  part-time  school  or 
district  nurse  in  our  schools.  An  article  has  been 
placed  in  the  warrant  to  give  the  voters  a  chance  to 
voice  their  opinion  on  this  question. 

The  ladies  of  the  Greenleaf  Civics  Club  continue  to 
sponsor  the  serving  of  a  hot  dish  to  the  large  number 
of  pupils  who  remain  at  the  school  building  for  noon 
lunch.  This  is  much  appreciated  by  both  teachers  and 
pupils. 
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The  addition  on  the  gymnasium  is  still  incomplete. 
The  School  Board  feels  that  the  question  of  what 
should  be  done  with  this  building  should  be  placed  be- 
fore the  voters,  and  they  have  put  an  article  in  the 
warrant  for  their  action. 

There  has  been  some  question  raised  concerning  the 
cost  of  education  in  Franconia.  It  is  true  that  the  per 
pupil  cost  for  the  Academy  alone  is  high,  but  that  is 
due  in  a  large  degree  to  the  small  enrollment.  We 
could  take  care  of  from  15  to  20  more  pupils  in  grades 
9  to  12  without  much  of  any  increase  in  the  total  cost 
of  operation.  On  the  other  hand,  the  per  pupil  cost 
of  elementary  education,  according  to  the  figures  given 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  1936-37,  was 
$73.95  in  comparison  to  $77.16,  the  median  cost  for 
the  state  as  a  whole.  The  fairest  method  of  judging 
the  cost  of  all  education  is  the  rate  per  $1,000  of  the 
equalized  valuation  of  the  town.  This  rate  was  $12.65, 
and  Franconia  ranked  number  144  in  a  total  of  241 
districts  in  the  entire  state.  These  figures  indicate 
that  Franconia  is  not  spending  an  excessive  amount 
on  education. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board 
and  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation.
